3.  The  work  of  the  year  shall  be  divided  as  according  to  the  sched- 
ule herewith  given. 

4.  At  the  close  of  each  period  designated  in  the  schedule,  the  ex-

aminers  shall  prepare  their  list  of  questions,  "when  there  are  any  can- 
didates" and  send  them  to  the  chairman;  the  chairman  will  forward 
the  questions  to  the  sentinel  who  will  send  the  answers  to  the  one  who 
prepared  the  questions.  The  examiner  shall  send  the  grades  to  the 
registrar. 

5.  A  grade  of  less  than  seventy  in  the  scale  of  one  hundred  shall 
subject  the  candidate  to  re-examination  on  that  particular  branch. 

6.  All  candidates  for  admission  on  trial  shall  pass  written  exami- 
nations on  the  English  branches  or  present  certificates  of  grades  sub- 
ject to  the  acceptance  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

7.  Each  candidate  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  his  examiner  every 
essay,  sermon  or  syllabus  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  opening  of 
the  Conference  session. 

8.  All  examinations  shall  be  taken  in  the  presence  of  a  member  of 
the  Conference  who  shall  certify  to  the  fact. 

9.  A  fee  of  25  cents  each  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Chairman  by 
each  undergraduate  to  defray  the  expense  of  correspondence;  to  be  sent 
With  first  request  for  questions, 

10.  All  candidates  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  the  proper  examiner 
a  certificate  specifically  designating  what  books  he  has  read,  under 
"Books  to  Be  Read."

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Rules  of  Order. 


I.  The  Conference  shall  meet  at  8:30  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  adjourn 
at  11.45  a.  m.  The  first  thirty  minutes  shall  be  devoted  to  religious 
services. 

II.  After  the  usual  opening  religious  services  the  Secretary  shall 
read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day,  which  shall  then  be  corrected  or 
approved. 

III.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  by  the  Conference;  but,  in  case  of  such  an  appeal,  the  question 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

IV.  Sec.  1.  All  the  standing  committees  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  Elders  and  confirmed  by  the  Conference.  The  President  shall 
appoint  all  other  committees,  unless  the  names  are  contained  in  the 
motion,  or  the  Conference  orders  otherwise.  Each  committee  shall 
choose  its  own  chairman,  but  the  first  named  shall  call  the  first  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  persons; 
one  of  these  members  shall  be  the  Assistant  Treasurer;  another  shall 
be  the  Assistant  Statistical  Secretary. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  audit  the  reports 
of  the  Statistical  Secretary,  the  Treasurer  and  of  the  Presiding  Elders. 

V.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  de- 
sired by  Secretary  or  President. 

VI.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  is  made  or  seconded,  or  report 
presented  and  read  by  the  Secretary,  or  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall 
be  deemed  in  possession  of  the  Conference,  but  any  motion  or  resolu- 
tion may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover,  with  the  consent  of  the  second, 
any  time  before  amendment  or  decision. 

VII.  The  following  motions  may  be  presented  when  a  motion  is 
before  the  house,  and  they  have  the  precedence  in  the  order  named: 
To  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone 
to  a  given  time,  to  refer  or  re-commit,  substitute,  amend  or  to  postpone 
indefinitely. 

VIII.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, and  no  more  than  fifteen  minutes  at  any  one  time  without  leave  of 
the  Conference;  nor  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  until  every 
one  desiring  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

IX.  When  any  motion  has  been  adopted  or  rejected,  it  shall  be  in 
order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  a  reconsid- 
eration. 

X.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions  of  the  Con- 
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ference  without  leave,  unless  sickness  or  some  other  lawful  reason 
compels  it. 

XI.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  a  question  unless  he 
be  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  the  question  is  put,  unless  he  has  been 
granted  leave  of  absence  by  the  Conference. 

XII.  Every  member  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  of  the  putting  of  a 
question,  shall  vote  unless  excused  by  the  Conference. 

XIII.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded. 

XIV.  The  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  papers  of  the 
Conference,  and  shall  not  permit  anyone  to  have  any  of  these  papers 
during  the  interval  of  the  Conference,  except  by  permission  of  the  Con- 
ference. 

XV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see  that  these  rules 
are  observed,  but  it  may  be  the  privilege  of  any  member  of  the  Con- 
ference to  call  his  attention  to  the  violation  of  these  rules. 

XVI.  The  rules  of  order  adopted  by  the  last  General  Conference 
shall  be  authority  on  all  questions  not  referred  to  or  fully  treated  in 
the  above.

Church,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Conference 
Relations,  was  received  into  full  connection  in  the  Idaho  Conference, 
and  his  Orders  were  recognized. 

— L.  H.  Knox 
was  called,  his  character  was  passed  and,  upon  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations,  he  was  received  on  trial  in 
the  studies  of  the  First  Year.  He  was  elected  to  Deacon's  Orders  under 
the  Missionary  rule. 

James  Leech,  Arthur  G.  Schafer  and  W.  B'.  Cole  were  called,  their 
characters  were  passed  and,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  Conference  Relations,  they  were  admitted  on  trial  in  the  studies 
of  the  First  Year.

Motion — Upon  motion  of  C.  B.  Dalton  the  Educational  Collection 
was  devoted  to  the  Jason  Lee  Academy  debt. 

IVlotion — Upon  motion  of  C.  B.  Dalton  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  was  instructed  to  notify  the  pastors  of  charges  where  the 
apportionment  for  Jason  Lee  Academy  has  not  been  met. 

Board  of  Examiners — The  Bishop  appointed  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners.

Time  Extended — Upon  motion  the  time  was  extended. 

Motion — Upon  motion  of  G.  W.  Barnes,  F.  J.  Long  was  located  at 
his  own  request. 

Upon  motion  of  J.  D.  Gillilan,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to 
publish  the  minutes  of  this  session. 

Reports — The  Committee  on  Periodicals  read  its  report,  which 
was  adopted. 

Introduction — R.  H.  Hughes,  of  the  Pacific  Christian  Advocate, 
was  introduced  and  addressed  the  Conference. 


FOURTH  SESSION. 

Third  Day,  August  14th,  1909.

Aid,  Methodist  Brotherhood,  Sunday  Schools. 

Motion — Upon  motion  of  G.  W.  Barnes  the  Conference  requested 
the  Bishop  to  appoint  W.  J.  Luscombe  and  C.  R.  Haudenschield  Con- 
ference Evangelists. 

Upon  motion  J.  D.  Gillilan,  C.  E.  Helman  and  H.  E.  Cullison  were 
re-elected  Conference  Trustees. 

Upon  motion  of  J.  D.  Gillilan,  Geo,  L.  Cleaver  was  re-elected 
Trustee  of  Willamette  University. 

Upon  motion  the  resolution  of  B.  F.  Meredith  concerning  the  sal- 
vation of  the  children  was  adopted,  and  R.  D.  Osterhout  and  B.  F. 
Meredith  were  named  as  the  Committee  pursuant  to  the  resolution. 

Upon  motion  of  H.  W.  Parker  the  same  plan  as  last  year  for  sup- 
porting the  Sunday  School  Missionary  was  adopted,  viz.,  the  Con- 
ference raising  one-half  the  amount  necessary  for  his  support. 

Upon  motion  of  J.  G.  A.  Martin  the  $48  interest  on  the  Permanent 
Fund  was  turned  into  that  fund. 

Elections — Upon  motion  of  J.  D.  Gillilan,  A.  W.  Hartshorn  and 
J.  C.  Walker  were  elected  delegates  to  the  National  Convention  of 
the  Anti-saloon  League. 

Question  Tliirty-Two — "Where  Shall  the  Next  Conference  be  held?" 
Joseph  Oregon  was  chosen. 

IViotions — Upon  motion  of  C.  E.  Helman  the  Conference  respect- 
fully requested  the  Board  of  Bishops  to  convene  our  Conference  on 
Wednesday  hereafter. 

Upon  motion  the  printed  minutes  w(?re  made  the  official  journal 
of  the  Conference.  ■ 

The  motion  prevailed  that  when  we  adjourn  we  adjourn  to  meet 
at  the  close  of  the  service  tomorrow  evening. 

Introductions — Revs.  Powell,  Hoffman  and  Brown  were  intro- 
duced to  the  Conference. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  transfers.    (See  List.) 

Adjournment — The  announcements  were  made  and  the  session 
adjourned  with  the  benediction  by  the  Bishop. 


FIFTH  SESSION. 

Fourth  Day,  Sunday,  Aug.  15,  1909. 
Opening — After  the  Evening  Services,  the  Bishop  called  the  Con- 
ference to  order. 
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Motions — The  motion  prevailed  that  we  reconsider  the  previous 
motion  to  turn  the  $48  interest  on  the  Permanent  Fund  into  that  fund, 
and  that  instead,  we  turn  it  over  to  the  Board  of  Stewards,  together 
with  any  surplus  in  the  Treasurer's  hands. 

Missionary  Appropriations — The  District  Superintendents  read  the 
Missionary  Appropriations. 

Report — The  Committee  on  Resolutions  read  its  report,  which  was 
adopted  as  read. 

Adjournnnent — After  the  reading  of  the  appointments  and  prayer 
by  the  Bishop,  the  Conference  stood  adjourned,  sine  die.

Movement  for  the  Salvation  of  the  Little  Child. 

Whereas,  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  while  doctrinally 
sound  on  the  relation  of  the  child  to  the  Kingdom  has  made  no  con- 
certed movement,  hitherto,  looking  specifically  to  the  salvation  of  the 
little  children  in  our  households,  and,  in  consequence  of  such  neglect, 
many  of  our  children  have  been  allowed  to  drift  into  sinful  ways,  with- 
out ever  knowing  the  beneficent  will  of  God  concerning  them,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Idaho  Annual  Conference, 
declare  our  approval  of  the  general  movement  for  the  Salvation  of  the 
Little  Child,  inaugurated  and  managed  by  a  board  appointed  by  the 
Colorado  Conference. 

Believing  that  the  free  distribution  of  the  book,  "The  Salvation  of 
the  Little  Child,"  among  the  church  workers,,  whose  object  is  the

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  2  (two),  consisting  of  a  Chairman 
and  Secretary-Treasurer,  be  appointed  by  the  Conference,  whose  duty 
it  will  be  to  secure  the  necessary  funds  to  purchase  the  required  num- 
ber of  books  at  10  cents  each,  and  to  distribute  the  same  among  the 
several  charges  of  the  Conference,  according  to  the  needs  of  each 
charge. 

Resolved,  Further,  That  each  pastor  be  expected  to  ascertain  by 
Oct.  1,  1909,  how  many  copies  of  the  said  book  he  can  profitably  use 
among  his  workers  and  constituents;  also  that  he  endeavor  to  raise 
an  amount  equal  to  10  cents  for  each  copy  to  be  so  used,  and  that  he 
aid  the  committee  in  every  way  in  accomplishing  the  desired  end.

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REPORTS. 


BOISE  DISTRICT. 

G.  W.  Barnes,  Superintendent. 

This  has  been  the  busiest  year  for  the  pastors  in  the  history  of 
our  district.  We  have  been  called  upon  to  meet  more  critical  and 
strategical  situations  than  at  any  previous  time  during  our  superin- 
tendency.  Bishop,  we  have  a  splendid  band  of  men;  a  loyal  company 
of  Methodist  preachers;  an  incomparably  intelligent,  aggressive  and 
fearless  citizenship  in  the  personnel  of  the  ministry  of  the  Boise 
District. 

On  Monday  and  Tuesday  immediately  following  our  last  Annual 
Conference,  we  met  all  (or  nearly  all)  our  pastors  in  a  District  Council 
at  Boise.  The  object  was  to  discuss  matters  of  mutual  interest  in  rela- 
tion to  the  district,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  agree  upon  some  plan 
of  co-operation.  All  of  the  papers  read  were  carefully  prepared  and 
were  high  class.    The  results  and  conclusions  arrived  at  were: 

First:    That  at  present  it  is  not  best  for  us  to  organize  a  District 
Conference. 

Second:  That  a  plan  should  be  arranged  for  holding  a  Missionary 
Convention  on  every  charge.  This  was  done  by  grouping  the  charges. 
Most  of  the  pastors  co-operated,  and,  by  the  help  of  the  laymen  in  the 
programs,  a  very  creditable  convention  was  held  on  a  large  majority 
of  the  charges. 

Third:  A  plan  for  co-operation  in  aggressive  evangelism  was 
adopted,  which  was  successful  in  only  a  limited  degree. 

Fourth:  Through  a  discussion  of  "Our  Relation  to  the  Cause  of 
Temperance  in  Idaho,"  practical  suggestions  were  made,  and  our 
preachers  renewed  their  energies  in  the  fight  for  Local  Option.  I  know 
of  no  man  who  held  back,  and  I  believe  that  all  our  people,  regardless 
of  their  previous  political  affiliations,  were  urged  that  the  time  had 
come  to  work  and  vote  for  those  men  who  had  pledged  themselves  to 
stand  for  Local  Option.  We  have  the  law,  and  Idaho  will  largely  go 
dry  this  fall. 

Changes. 

We  began  the  year  with  twenty-nine  pastors  and  four  charges 
to  be  supplied.  Pastors  were  quickly  found  for  all  except  Soldier  Ct., 
which  was  vacant  for  several  months.  We  have  had  a  great  many 
changes  during  the  year,  but,  in  almost  every  instance,  there  has  been 
little  or  no  break  in  our  Sunday  services. 
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At  Albion,  Bro.  J.  R.  Clark  relinquished  the  work  about  the  middle 
of  the  year,  and  Rev.  E.  B.  Fyke,  from  Hartford,  Kansas,  was  on  the 
ground  within  about  a  week.  Bro.  Fyke's  report  will  be  a  pleasurable 
surprise  to  the  Conference,  as  his  work  has  been  to  me. 

Hailey. — Our  work  at  this  place  has  had  a  hard  time.  Bro.  W.  J. 
Luscombe,  who  had  served  the  charge  for  the  last  half  of  the  preced- 
ing year,  was  obliged  to  move,  on  account  of  his  little  boy's  health. 
By  the  time  he  was  ready  to  move,  R.  G.  Williams,  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  South,  was  in  charge  of  the  work  and  on  the  field. 
Bro.  Williams  built  an  addition  to  the  church  and  worked  hard  until 
upon  the  verge  of  a  nervous  break-down,  when  he  was  compelled  to 
resign.    Hailey  has  had  no  regular  pastor  for  the  last  three  months. 

On  the  Gooding  Circuit,  the  work  developed  so  rapidly  that  Bro. 
Varnum  was  unable  to  handle  it  all,  and,  having  located  at  Jerome, 
we  relieved  him  of  Gooding  about  Jan.  1st,  and  made  it  a  new  charge. 
Rev.  Sam  J.  Chaney  was  appointed  to  this  field  and  began  work  July 
4th.  Bro.  Chaney  is  a  graduate  of  Ohio  Wesleyan,  and  since  coming 
to  Idaho  has  secured  Miss  Bolton,  a  charming  young  lady  from  Bro. 
Parker's  charge,  as  his  assistant. 

At  Bro.  Varnum's  earnest  request,  we  consented  to  relieve  him 
of  the  Jerome  charge,  and  did  so  June  1st,  appointing  J.  L.  Minney, 
of  Fithian,  111.  Bro.  Minney  arrived  about  the  middle  of  June,  and  has 
recently  returned  to  Illinois  for  his  household  goods.  He  will  ask  for 
a  transfer  to  our  Conference. 

Lewis  G.  Long  came  from  Boulder,  Colo.,  and  is  our  pastor  at 
Soldier.    The  people  are  pleased  with  his  work. 

For  Glenn's  Ferry,  we  appointed  Rev.  Thos.  J.  Clark,  a  Local 
Deacon,  who  consented  to  take  the  work  until  we  could  find  someone 
else.  We  finally  thought  it  expedient  to  change  Bro.  Long  from 
Mountain  Home  and  Sunnyside  to  Glenn's  Ferry.  I  wish  to  state, 
with  emphasis,  that  this  was  not  because  of  any  trouble  or  failure  on 
Bro.  Long's  part,  but  because  of  local  conditions  in  Mountain  Home. 
For  a  time  we  supplied  Mountain  Home  and  Sunnyside  from  Sunday 
to  Sunday,  until  Rev.  E.  E.  Crabtree  came  from  Kemmerer,  Wyo.,  and 
took  the  work.  Bro.  Crabtree  is  a  local  preacher,  and  is  giving  the 
people  good  satisfaction. 

The  Jordan  Valley  work  was  supplied  at  four  points  by  Rev.  H.  C. 
Bradley,  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  until  late  in  the  year, 
when  we  secured  Rev.  S.  E.  Yeggy,  a  member  of  the  Upper  Iowa 
Conference.  Bro.  Yeggy  is  a  man  educated  in  the  best  Methodist 
schools  in  the  land,  and  trained  in  the  Methodist  Itineracy.  His 
people  would  like  to  retain  him  another  year. 

Church  Building. 

At  Burley,  a  new  town  on  the  Minidoka  Government  Reclamation 
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Project,  a  church  was  erected  which  has  a  seating  capacity  of  about 
150.  This  church  was  dedicated  with  nearly  every  obligation  provided 
for  before  dedication  day.  The  value  of  this  property,  including  the 
lots,  is  at  least  $1,500.00.  Bro.  W.  C.  Mitchell,  who  has  supplied  the 
work  for  two  years,  inspired  the  people  to  activity  and  sacrifice  in  the 
accomplishment  of  this  task.  The  Board  of  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  gave  $200.00  to  this  enterprise. 

The  new  town  of  Gooding  is  growing  very  rapidly,  and  is  located 
practically  between  the  Wood  River  Irrigation  Project,  on  the  north, 
and  the  North  Side  Twin  Falls  Project  on  the  south,  and  on  the  main 
line  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railway.  Here  we  gathered  a  goodly 
number  of  members  and  erected  a  church  that  will  seat  120  people. 
The  society  has,  as  yet,  received  no  money  from  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  and  Church  Extension.  They  are  in  debt  about  $350.00,  and 
their  property  is  worth  about  $2,000.00. 

The  church  which  was  begun  at  Meridian  last  year  has  been  com- 
pleted, except  the  basement,  and  is  the  pride  of  the  townspeople,  as 
well  as  of  the  Methodists.  This  structure  is  an  example  of  good  church 
building  with  little  capital.  Bro.  McLeod,  the  pastor,  has  shown  him- 
self to  be  a  competent  church  builder.  Dr.  Fletcher  H.  Homan,  Presi- 
dent of  Willamette,  assisted  the  pastor  in  the  dedication,  and  raised 
a  subscription  sufficient  to  cover  all  indebtedness.  The  value  of  the 
completed  church  and  ground  is  not  less  than  $10,000.00. 

Our  new  church  at  Twin  Falls  is  another  example  of  economy  in 
expense  combined  with  permanency  of  structure.  This  church  was 
dedicated  the  same  day  as  the  Meridian  church,  May  23.  The  pastor 
Rev.  H.  W.  Parker,  was  assisted  in  the  dedication  by  Dr.  C.  T.  Iliff  and 
the  District  Superintendent.  Dr.  Iliff  secured  the  subscription  suffi 
cient  to  liquidate  all  obligations.  This  property  is  worth  about 
$18,000.00. 

Buhl  is  at  the  present  terminus  of  the  Twin  Falls  branch  of  the 
Oregon  Short  Line  Railway.  In  this  rapidly  growing  town  our  pastor, 
Rev.  C.  F.  Wheeler,  has  almost  completed  a  church,  a  neat  and  com- 
fortable building,  which  will  answer  all  our  requirements  for  several 
years  to  come.  The  building  will  be  dedicated  early  in  the  coming 
Conference  year.  The  probable  value  of  our  property  at  Buhl  is 
$1,700.00. 

Richfield  is  a  new  town  on  the  Wood  River  Irrigation  Project,  six- 
teen miles  up  the  Shoshone  &  Ketchum  branch  of  the  Oregon  Short 
Line  Railway.  Work  was  opened  here  in  Oct.  (?),  1908,  by  that  de- 
voted and  persistent  herald  of  Good  Tidings,  a  superannuate  of  the 
Idaho  Conference,  who  has  spent  his  life  in  the  Methodist  ministry 
on  the  frontier.  Rev.  W.  J.  Barger,  and  to  him,  in  good  measure,  is 
due  the  credit,  under  God,  for  the  report  we  give  from  that  place.  He 
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has  preached  regularly  every  two  weeks,  by  a  little  assistance  from 
the  District  Superintendent  and  the  Sunday  School  Missionary,  and 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  people.  A  Methodist  Sunday  School 
has  been  organized,  a  class  has  been  formed  and  a  church  building 
has  been  erected,  which  is  almost  ready  for  dedication.  No  money  has 
yet  been  secured  for  this  enterprise  from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions 
and  Church  Extension. 

In  regard  to  one  other  building  enterprise,  let  me  state  that  no 
more  honest  and  persistent  effort  has  been  made  anywhere,  nor  has 
the  need  been  greater,  and  I  think  no  pastor  has  carried  a  heavier 
load,  than  that  which  has  been  upon  the  shoulders  of  Rev.  C.  L.  Bent 
and  his  good  wife,  in  pushing  forward  the  erection  of  the  Boise 
Immanuel  Church,  which  is  still  incomplete. 

Substantial  additions  have  been  made  to  our  churches  at  Salmon, 
Rupert,  Hailey  and  Blackfoot.  Repairs  have  been  made  in  many 
places,  buildings  have  been  painted,  and,  in  some  instances,  basement 
space  has  been  provided  for  Sunday  School  purposes. 

Parsonages. 

A  new  parsonage  has  been  built  at  Eagle  under  the  direction  of 
T.  J.  Barkle,  and  all  paid  for.  This  is  a  fine  six-room  house,  and  will 
probably  cause  a  change  in  the  name  of  the  work,  from  Boise  Circuit 
to  Eagle. 

At  Shoshone  the  old  parsonage  was  moved  to  front  on  another 
street,  and  fitted  up  to  rent,  and  a  new  parsonage  was  erected  on  the 
old  location.  This  building  is  a  fine  seven-room  house,  with  pantry, 
bath,  closets  and  all  modern  conveniences.  There  is  some  indebtedness 
on  this  property,  but  Bro.  C.  E.  Helman  has  so  arranged  this  matter 
that  no  inconvenience  will  be  experienced  on  account  of  the  debt. 

New  Fields. 

There  are  so  many  of  these  that  I  fear  clearness  will  have  to  be 
sacrificed  to  brevity.  Our  many  opportunities  are  largely  due  to  the 
immense  irrigation  projects  which  are  being  opened  in  different  parts 
of  the  district.  There  are  more  acres  of  Carey  Act  Irrigation  Projects 
in  Idaho  than  in  any  other  state  in  the  Union.  There  are  more  acres 
of  government  reclamation  projects  in  Idaho  than  in  any  other  state 
in  the  Union,  except  Montana.  This  information  is  from  what  I  am 
told  are  the  latest  published  statements  of  the  Government  Reclama- 
tion Service.  Add  to  these  the  old  irrigation  districts  and  the  private 
projects  under  way,  and  we  have  in  Southern  Idaho  an  empire  of  irri- 
gated land,  peopled  by  a  most  intelligent  citizenship. 
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In  addition  to  the  two  new  fields  already  mentioned,  which  have 
been  opened  during  the  year,  there  are  eleven  other  charges  that  I 
think  we  could  form  with  profit,  if  we  had  an  additional  appropria- 
tion from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of 
$2,000.00  to  supplement  the  salaries  of  our  pastors. 

Montpelier  is  on  the  railroad  about  100  miles  southeast  of  Poca- 
tello,  is  the  metropolis  of  Bear  Lake  County,  and  has  a  population  of 
about  3,000.  A  few  months  ago  our  pastor  from  Pocatello,  Rev.  W.  S. 
Woodhull,  was  invited  to  go  up  there  and  hold  a  week-night  service. 
They  urged  him  to  form  a  class,  which  he  did,  and  has  visited  them 
several  times  since.  (Twice  on  Sunday.)  The  class  at  Montpelier 
have  organized  a  Sunday  School,  rented  a  nice  little  hall,  fitted  it  up 
with  comfortable  benches,  purchased  an  organ,  song  books  and  a  desk. 
They  have  matting  in  the  aisles  and  on  the  platform,  and  all  this  is 
paid  for.  In  a  recent  letter  from  them,  pleading  with  me  for  a  preacher, 
they  say,  "We  can  pay  $500.00  per  year,  having  $40.00  per  month  al- 
ready subscribed." 

Revivals. 

Special  meetings  were  held  on  a  large  majority  of  the  charges. 
In  general,  I  think  as  good  and  permanent  results  were  obtained 
where  the  pastors  assisted  one  another,  as  were  obtained  where  an 
evangelist  was  employed.  Added  to  the  special  series  of  meetings  is 
the  personal  work  of  the  pastors  and  people  for  individual  men  and 
women.  Our  people  are  seeing  a  little  of  the  possibilities  of  a  continu- 
ous evangelism  through  personal  effort.  Last  year  the  increase  in  our 
membership  on  the  Boise  District  was  more  than  18  per  cent.  We 
believe  it  will  be  as  great  this  year. 

Young  People's  Societies. 

A  comparatively  accurate  estimate  of  the  number  of  Bpworth 
Leagues  on  the  district  is  22,  which,  in  most  instances,  are  doing  some 
good  work,  but  few,  however,  are  seeing  their  privilege  and  oppor- 
tunity in  the  Bible  study  and  Mission  study  courses,  which  have  been 
prepared  for  us.  The  pastor  holds  the  key  that  will  unlock  the  enthu- 
siasm for  an  advance  in  the  Epworth  League  work  among  our  young 
people. 

We  have  about  twelve  Junior  Leagues  which  are  using  the  Course 
of  Study,  in  whole  or  in  part.  I  am  urging  them  all  to  follow  the  regu- 
lar Junior  League  course  of  study.  There  have  been  a  few  Boys' 
Clubs  organized  on  the  district,  which,  in  most  instances,  have  done 
good  work. 

Women's  Societies. 

Several  new  Ladies'  Aid  Societies  have  been  added  to  the  list  of 
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twenty-six  which  we  reported  last  year.  In  many  charges  they  are 
the  bank  account  upon  which  our  officials  draw  when  salaries  are 
deficient  and  when  bills  must  be  paid.  They  are  also  a  great  assistance 
to  our  pastors  in  visitation  of  strangers  and  the  sick,  and  a  social 
factor  worth  while  in  all  our  communities. 

We  have  a  few  Woman's  Home  and  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Societies  that  are  doing  excellent  work,  but,  as  a  district,  we  have  a 
splendid  field  of  opportunity  in  this  work,  capable  of  large  development. 
The  reports  will  show  that  the  societies  which  are  in  existence  have 
done  better  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  Conference, 

Sunday  Schools. 

Our  Sunday  Schools  have  grown  in  number,  in  attendance  and 
in  efficiency.  Rev.  R.  D.  Osterhout  has  been  especially  helpful  in  this 
development,  and  of  great  assistance  to  the  District  Superintendent. 

The  brethren  have  been  willing  in  co-operation,  helpful  in  sugges- 
tion and  service,  and  especially  considerate  of  the  District  Superin- 
tendent. They  have  kept  me  informed,  by  letter  and  by  clippings  from 
their  local  papers,  as  to  the  condition  of  each  field.  I  have  done  the 
best  I  could,  and,  whenever  possible,  have  responded  to  every  call. 
The  field  is  large,  the  work  is  heavy  with  us  all.  The  effort  of  the 
year  goes  into  the  calendar  of  the  past;  and  with  the  opening  of  a  new- 
Conference  year,  let  us  all  renew  our  strength  and  gird  ourselves  for 
another  year  of  vigorous  campaigning  in  whatever  field  may  present 
to  us  its  opportunities. 


FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  LA  GRANDE  DISTRICT. 

J.  D.  Gillilan,  Superintendent. 

Dear  Bishop,  Fathers  and  Brethren:  La  Grande  District  entered 
the  year  just  closing  with  twenty-six  (26)  charges;  we  have  added  one. 
We  had  fifteen  (15)  members  and  five  (5)  supplies;  to  these  have  been 
added  six  (6)  supplies.  One  point,  Harney,  has  had  no  work  at  all 
done  through  the  year;  all  the  others  have  been  served.  The  added 
charge  is  Fruitland,  an  offshoot  of  Payette. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  intense  activity  on  the  part  of  the  pastors 
and  people;  there  have  been  fruitful  revivals  and  substantial  accom- 
panying growth.  Some  of  the  places  are  hastening  to  self-support,  and 
at  least  one,  Joseph,  has  already  sent  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Confer- 
ence for  past  financial  blessings,  and  desires  that  the  missionary 
money  heretofore  expended  at  that  point  be  diverted  elsewhere.  These 
hearty  people  are  erecting  a  church  that  is  to  cost  somewhere  in  the 
region  of  twelve  ($12,000)  thousand  dollars  when  completed.  Internal

strength  has  been  acquired  and  the  personnel  of  the  membership  in 
some  places  ha&  been  materially  improved  in  depth  of  religious  fervor 
and  earnest  endeavor. 

We  have  had  among  us  the  following  evangelists,  who  in  most 
cases  saw  good  results:  Professor  and  Mrs.  McCarty,  Mrs.  Clulow, 
and  W.  L.  McDiarmid  from  without,  and  our  J.  W.  Miller  gave  some 
substantial  assistance  at  several  places  till  he  broke  down  under  it. 

Mid-Year  Meetings. 

There  was  held  at  Summerville,  Oregon,  last  January  a  very  inter- 
esting session  of  the  District  Conference.  The  secretary  presents  its 
record.  Aside  from  having  a  very  large  attendance  of  the  members  of 
the  body  we  had  the  unusual  privilege  of  the  presence  of  Bishop 
Hughes.  Last  evening  the  adjourned  session  was  held  in  this  city.  In 
October  and  November  respectively  were  had  sessions  of  the  sub-dis- 
trict conventions,  one  at  Wallowa,  the  other  at  Vale,  these  being  at 
either  end  of  the  long  district.  No  meeting  of  the  District  Epworth 
League  was  held  this  year,  as  the  time  of  its  selection  was  unfortunate, 
being  so  near  the  international  convention  in  Seattle. 

Methodist  Brotherhood. 

Dr.  Haley  and  his  helpers  have  formed  Methodist  Brotherhoods  at 
La  Grande,  Enterprise  and  Wallowa.  There  are  now  four  chapters  in 
working  order  on  the  district.    There  should  be  more. 

Temperance  Movements. 

The  legislature  of  Idaho  and  the  Supreme  Court  of  Oregon  have 
had  an  influence  this  year  in  shaping  the  temperance  sentiment  of 
these  two  commonwealths;  the  former  passing  workable  laws,  the  lat- 
ter passing  upon  the  validity  of  the  local  option  measures  as  applying 
to  various  counties.  The  voters  of  Idaho  will  soon  determine  as  to 
some  counties  of  strategic  value,  criteria  for  the  others  to  follow.  In 
Oregon  one  of  the  "dry"  counties,  Grant,  was  turned  back  into  the 
"wet"  column,  while  Union  is  adjudged  "dry." 

Pacific  Christian  Advocate. 

Our  people  know  a  good  thing.  One  of  the  best  things  in  the  Pa- 
cific Northwest  is  the  Pacific  Christian  Advocate,  with  its  genial  and 
never  unbrotherly  editor,  Daniel  L.  Rader,  on  the  tripod.  Not  only 
is  the  circulation  increasing  among  us,  but  it  is  becoming  more  and 
more  worthy  of  wider  appreciation.  If  all  our  pastors  were  like  the 
tireless  subscriber-seeker  at  Huntington,  no  one  of  the  Advocate  fam- 
ily could  rival  us. 
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Missionary  Extension. 

Not  every  one  realizes  what  it  means  for  these  places  receiving 
missionary  assistance  to  come  to  self-support  by  the  calendar.  A  rule 
adopted  by  the  general  committee  at  its  last  meeting  in  Topeka  must 
be  adhered  to  reasonably,  not  rigidly.  It  is  not  every  charge  that 
though  it  has  had  assistance  for  "fifteen  years"  is  so  unpromising  as 
to  warrant  the  headman's  ax.  Neither  is  it  true  that  if  a  place  has 
had  as  much  as  $2000  in  all  its  history  it  is  now  strong  enough  to  stand 
absolutely  alone.  We  have  such  on  our  districts,  their  name  being 
the  same  all  down  the  years,  while  they,  like  prolific  mothers,  have 
thrown  off  two  or  more  charges,  some  of  which  have  become  self-sup- 
porting, yet  for  a  while  at  least  they  will  need  slight  assistance.  We 
are  a  missionary  field  and  shall  for  some  time  continue  so  to  be;  for 
our  people  are  not  all  wealthy  and  for  them  to  make  their  new  homes 
and  pay  all  the  salary  for  their  ministers  is  not  to  be  wholly  expected 
yet.  But,  to  cut  them  down  yearly  in  their  missionary  assistance  is 
too  much  of  a  hardship  sometimes  if  the  slices  are  too  generous. 
Surely  the  purpose  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension is  to  assist  till  there  is  the  object  desired. 

Our  story  is  that  of  Brother  Barnes,  and  all  the  other  superin- 
tendents in  this-  arid  region — waiting  for  and  developing  the  possibili- 
ties under  the  canals.  God's  vicegerent,  his  noble  coadjutor,  the  engi- 
neer, waves  his  magic  wand  over  the  waters  and  they  crawl  out  upon 
the  hillsides  and  speed  themselves  to  the  mesa&  and  the  unsightly 
sage-brush  is  replaced  by  the  carpets  of  green  and  gold;  and  in  the 
place  of  the  moloch  lizard  where  each  lay  there  appears  the  happy 
home  of  prolific  plenty.  Westward  the  course  if  irrigation  rolls  its 
way.  We  must  have  the  sympathetic  help  of  the  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension  in  warm  love,  not  in  cold  logic. 

In  Detail. 

Baker  City  with  its  Finger  on  every  living  question  has  had  a  year 
of  intensive  development.  It  is  a  better  Methodist  church  than  ever 
it  was.    Yet  two  "Fingers"  might  accomplish  more. 

Cove  had  the  ministrations  of  J.  L.  Baker,  a  valuable  local  elder, 
for  the  past  year.  They  are  discouraged  and  need  their  eyes  opened 
to  their  latent  possibilities. 

Elgin  has  been  served  by  W.  F.  Bradley.  This  place  feels  the  loss 
of  the  terminus  of  the  railway  that  stood  for  so  many  years  there.  So 
soon  as  they  learn  to  walk  alone  they  are  sure  to  recover  their 
strength.    This  is  a  good  town  and  has  a  secure  future. 

Enterprise  is  the  mother  of  Joseph,  Wallowa  and  Flora.  C.  E. 
Trueblood,  who  came  to  us  last  year,  is  a  worker.    He  has  no  church 
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to  build,  but  he  has  a  fine  parsonage  in  his  head  and  a  part  of  the 
wherewithal  to  build  it  already  on  paper.  With  the  extension  of  the 
railway  into  the  Wallowa  Valley  great  impetus  has  been  given  the 
places  just  named. 

Joseph  is  the  terminus  of  the  railway;  its  people  are  hard  to  beat; 
they  out-Yankee  the  Yankee  for  thrift  and  enterprise.  Their  growth 
under  the  spell  of  that  magician,  A.  L.  Howarth,  has  been  phenomenal. 
They  have  long  ago  outgrown  their  church  and  are  now  erecting  the 
fine  stone  building  above  mentioned.  Here  is  one  of  the  finest  and 
most  steady  Epworth  Leagues  in  the  district, 

Wallowa  is  an  offshoot  of  Enterprise.  J.  D.  Bird  is  their  pastor. 
This  is  the  third  well  wrought  year.  What  with  the  external  improve- 
ments, the  property  looks  new.  Internally  there  was  a  good  work 
done  with  Evangelist  McDiarmid. 

Promise  is  the  charge  presided  over  by  F.  G.  Potter,  who  is  mak- 
ing himself  a  little  home  for  inevitable  old  age.  Potter's  field  lies  in 
the  land  of  Promise,  while  the  Grande  Ronde  River  "like  a  narrow  sea 
divides"  that  land  from  the  garden  of  Eden  just  over  the  stream.  This 
is  not  poetry  nor  plagiarism. 

Henry  Martin  is  at  Flora,  forty  miles  from  the  railway,  and  has  a 
good  piece  of  country  to  till.  The  Campbelllites  have  a  strong  hold- 
ing there  and  are  the  only  other  denominition  professing  to  be  called 
Christians.    He  preaches  at  Paradise  and  at  Arko. 

La  Grande  has  had  for  the  past  three  years  the  very  efficient 
work  of  C.  E.  Deal.  This  place,  the  head  of  the  district,  needs  a  new 
church  and  steps  are  being  taken  thereto.  La  Grande  always  heads 
the  list  of  benevolences. 

Island  City  is  a  suburb  of  La  Grande,  where  the  pastor  serves  the 
people  once  a  week  on  Wednesday  evening. 

Union,  across  the  valley  eastward,  is  the  home  of  D.  C.  McColm, 
where  his  perennial  energy  caused  the  people  to  build  a  commodious, 
down-to-date  parsonage.  We  have  here  one  of  the  most  desirable 
properties  in  Eastern  Oregon. 

North  Powder  is  in  the  Grande  Ronde  Valley,  together  with  the 
luxurient  towns  of  La  Grande,  Cove,  Elgin  and  Union.  Our  property 
here  is  in  litigation  and  there  are  many  discouragements,  but  C.  D. 
Fawcett  and  wife  have  cultivated  patience;  little  growth  can  be  re- 
corded, but  considering  the  prolonged  sickness  of  his  wife,  it  must  be 
said  that  a  year  of  faithful  work  has  been  done. 

Summerville  has  connected  with  it  Imbler,  Alicel  and  Dry  Creek. 
A.  F.  Kline,  than  whom  there  is  no  more  faithful  man,  is  closing  his 
second  year.    They  must  have  a  parsonage  at  this  point. 

Haines  was  served  by  J.  M.  Johnson,  a  brother  laboring  under 
difficulties  and  against  great  odds.    He  is  a  victor.    He  leaves  us  this 
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year  the  better  to  care  for  his  family.  He  is  a  successful  man  in  every 
department  of  work. 

Eighty  miles  to  the  west  lies  the  great  John  Day  Valley  in  which 
are  Prairie  City,  Canyon  City,  John  Day,  Dayville  and  Long  Creek; 
there  are  others,  but  in  these  only  do  we  have  services.  The  first 
named  has  been  cared  for  by  J.  M.  Dressier,  a  located  elder.  His  par- 
ish grows.  John  Day  looks  up  to  H.  P.  Peterson  for  instruction,  and 
it  never  fails  to  get  its  desires.  His  field  contains  Canyon  City  and 
Dayville  besides,  and  the  latter  is  35  miles  distant  from  his  home.  In 
these  towns  Evangelist  McDiarmid  (who  iS'  kept  from  this  session  by 
an  attack  of  typhoid  fever)  did  telling  and  effective  labor.  Here  it 
was  he  proved  to  us  his  worth. 

It  is  a  long  trail  to  Long  Creek.  J.  M.  Carson,  an  exhorter,  faith- 
fully rode  a  circuit  here,  large  as  many  of  the  "Fathers"  had  anciently. 

Huntington  is  a  railway  point  with  small  and  fluctuating  popula- 
tion. L.  H.  Knox  has  here  and  at  his  other  preaching  places  29  mem- 
bers and  has  placed  77  copies  of  the  Pacific  Christian  Advocate. 
There's  no  secret  in  his  plans  for  getting  subscribers.  He  canvasses 
town  and  country  alike  and  indiscriminatingly  and  shows  the  intelli- 
gent people  a  good  thing,  and  the  task  is  done. 

Ontario  at  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  almost  lost  their  pastor, 
J.  E.  Garver,  who  on  account  of  the  unimproving  character  of  the  ill- 
ness of  his  wife  felt  he  should  be  relieved  of  the  pastorate.  To  this 
end  he  moved  to  Payette  to  engage  in  business,  but  under  the  promise 
to  care  for  the  charge  till  his  successor  should  arrive  he  has  kept  it 
to  this  date.  There  was  a  long  standing  debt  on  the  church,  which 
after  a  fine  revival  conducted  by  the  McCartys  the  people  liquidated. 
They  are  now  better  prepared  for  advancement  than  ever  before. 

Vale  has  grown  steadily  under  the  tactful  care  of  B.  F.  Meredith. 
This  community,  together  with  Nyssa,  Owyhee  and  Ontario,  is  under 
the  High  Line  Ditch  soon  to  become  a  factor  in  that  whole  rich  region. 
Brother  Meredith  has  taken  up  Westfall,  35  miles  to  the  west,  preach- 
ing regularly  there  and  has  his  eye  open  to  the  developments  of  Bro- 
gan,  25  miles  up  Willow  Creek,  toward  Dell.  As  reported  two  years 
ago  we  have  the  only  church  here,  although  there  are  others  attempt- 
ing to  gain  a  foothold. 

At  Nyssa  A.  H.  Soward  is  commander-in-chief.  He  preaches  also 
at  Owyhee.  At  Nyssa  he  has  erected  a  good  church;  it  is  ready  for 
dedication.  This  is  a  rapidly  growing  town.  R.  D.  Osterhout,  the  Sun- 
day School  missionary,  did  good  work  here,  as  elsewhere,  and  we  com- 
mend him  and  his  work,  which  he  will  report. 

This  is  an  aviator's  view  of  Oregon.    Now  we  cross  to  the  Idaho 

side. 

Weiser  commands  the  Weiser     Valley.    Charles  McCoard  com- 
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mands  Weiser.  We  have  a  growing  constituency  here.  Brother  Mc- 
Coard's  health  gave  way  partially,  and  he  has  not  been  able  to  do  all 
he  would  have  done.  He  will  ask  for  the  supernumerary  relation  per 
force. 

Cambridge  is  under  the  care  of  E.  S.  Wilcox.  He  has  had  a  hard 
year;  they  have  made  some  improvements,  but  he  is  discouraged. 
This  place  is  the  key  to  the  apple-growing  Council  Valley. 

Roseberry  and  Thunder  are  being  served  by  local  preachers.  G. 
E.  Densmore  pleased  the  folks,  at  Roseberry  and  H.  C.  Sprague  had 
charge  at  Thunder. 

Payette  is  a  strategic  situation.  It  is  commercially  a  center  and 
has  much  wealth  already,  and  much  more  in  sight.  It  is  a  region  of 
fruit  of  all  sorts  and  homes.  G.  G.  Haley  is  "lord  of  all  he  surveys  and 
his  right  there  none  will  dispute."  He  is  closing  the  second  increas- 
ingly successful  year.  All  the  departments  of  the  church  are  in  good 
form  and  as  largely  automatic  as  a  membership  can  well  be.  A  new 
parsonage  is  needed  to  measure  up  with  the  fine  church  and  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  rapidly  developing  young  city. 

The  newest  charge  is  Fruitland,  seven  miles  from  Payette,  on  the 
Bench.  It  had  always  been  an  out  appointment  for  Payette,  but  owing 
to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  latter  church  the  demands  became  so  great 
upon  the  pastor  that  he  was  compelled  to  ask  that  he  have  relief.  It 
was  segregated  and  in  the  middle  of  April  A.  W.  Barnlund  was  secured 
and  building  upon  the  preparations  made  by  J.  E.  Garver  and  G.  G. 
Haley  he  dedicated  June  27  a  fine  little  church  free  of  debt  costing 
$3000.  Dr.  T.  B.  Ford  officated  at  that  ceremony.  Mr.  Barnlund  is 
to  cast  his  lot  with  us. 

No  devastating  sickness  has  attacked  any  of  our  families;  no 
deaths  have  occurred.  W^e  are  climbing  hard  hills,  but  we  are  climbing.

AGGRESSIVE  EVANGELISM. 

We  recognize  with  gratitude  that  during  the  past  year  an  increased 
number  of  evangelistic  services  have  been  held  in  our  Conference. 
The  results  of  these  services  are  gratifying. 

Realizing  that  evangelism  should  be  the  chief  business  of  our 
church,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  encourage  the  coming  among  us  of  evangelists 
of  ability  and  experience,  who  are  willing  to  sacrifice  when  necessary 
for  the  salvation  of  men.    Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  as  pastors  co-operate  in  the  largest  possible  way 
for  a  harvest  of  souls  into  Christ's  Kingdom. 
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And  we  would  recommend  that  the  officers  of  our  Annual  Con- 
ference plan  for  some  specific  work  in  the  lines  of  evangelism. 


AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  committee  has  carefully  examined  the  accounts  of  our  Dis- 
trict Superintendents  and  found  them  correct. 


AMERICA  BIBLE  SOCIETY. 

We  regard  the  faithful  distribution  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures  as  a 
partial  fulfillment  of  the  holy  commandment  to  go  and  preach  the 
Good  News  to  every  creature.  The  entrance  of  God's  word  gives  that 
needed  light  in  which  men  see  light,  and  the  dissemination  and  study 
of  it  in  printed  form  are  quite  as  essential  to  the  success  of  the  Gospel 
as  is  the  word  spoken  from  the  pulpit.  Your  committee  desires  to  urge 
all  pastors  to  a  full  consideration  of  the  disciplinary  claims  of  the 
American  Bible  Society,  than  whose  cause  there  is  none  more  worthy. 


COMPLIMENTARY  RESOLUTION, 

Whereas,  In  the  good  providence  of  God,  we  have  been  permitted 
to  gather  again  in  Annual  Conference  after  our  year's  work; 

And  whereas,  We  have  been  so  splendidly  entertained  by  the  good 
people  of  Blackfoot; 

And  whereas,  we  have  so  greatly  enjoyed  the  administration  and 
brotherly  spirit  of  Bishop  Warren;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved:  I.  That  we  make  record  of  our  gratitude  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  way  he  has  been  leading  us,  and  for  the  measure  of  success 
that  has  attended  our  labors,  and  for  the  prospect  for  the  new  year's 
work. 

II.  That  we  express  our  gratitude  to  Bro.  Edwards  and  his  excel- 
lent people  for  the  splendid  care  they  have  taken  of  us;  and  that  we 
pledge  them  not  soon  to  forget  the  delightful  homes  in  which  we  have 
been  entertained  and  the  good  things  to  eat  we  have  enjoyed. 

III.  That  we  have  greatly  profited  by  the  administration  of 
Bishop  Warren,  his  brotherly  spirit  and  godly  counsel,  and  pray  that 
God  shall  spare  him  to  our  great  Church  for  many  years  of  service. 
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EDUCATION. 

Methodism  has  always  placed  the  proper  emphasis  upon  the 
education  of  her  young  people.  The  Pacific  Northwest  has  not  been 
unworthy  in  this  respect,  in  that  for  three-fourths  of  a  century  we 
have  had  an  'institution  standing  for  the  highest  culture,  moral  and 
religious.  Willamette  University,  Salem,  Oregon,  our  university,  has 
a  splendid  history  and  a  strong  faculty  without  a  peer  in  this  great 
Northwest.  We  commend  it  in  having  for  its  president  Rev.  Dr. 
Fletcher  Homan,  who  has  been  with  us  this  session  of  the  Conference. 
His  stirring  address  on  education  has  intensified  our  enthusiasm  for 
this  our  patron  institution. 

We  heartily  rejoice  in  anticipation  of  the  dedication  of  Eaton 
Hall,  the  new  Liberal  Arts  Building,  September  21,  as  a  great  step 
for  the  university  in  the  direction  of  usefulness. 

Willamette  needs  a  great  endowment.  The  princely  gifts  of  gen- 
erous donors  do  not  meet  the  school's  need  entirely.  A  university 
also  needs  a  constituency,  and  we  recommend  that  in  order  to  secure 
such  a  constituency,  the  preachers  of  the  Idaho  Conference  present 
the  needs  and  advantages  of  the  University  to  their  congregations, 
and  that  a  Willamette  Day  be  observed  annually  on  each  charge. 

We  also  commend  the  energy  and  zeal  of  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Church,  Rev.  Thos. 
Nicholson,  D.  D. 


EPISCOPAL  FUND. 

The  Book  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Discipline,  has  fixed  an  amount  which  it  deemed  necessary  to  meet 
the  claim  of  the  Bishops  and  those  of  the  widows  of  deceased  Bishops 
for  the  year. 

The  Committee  has  apportioned  to  our  Conference  for  the  ensu- 
ing year  $470. 

Since  the  large  increase  in  the  Episcopal  Board  makes  it  impera- 
tive that  the  receipts  to  the  treasury  be  correspondingly  enlarged, 
and  since  our  own  Conference  fell  short  of  its  apportionment  for  last 
year  to  the  amount  of  $147,  we  earnestly  request  our  pastors  to  urge 
upon  our  people  the  importance  of  the  claim,  and  that  each  pastor 
secure  quarterly  the  necessary  amount  to  cover  the  apportionment. 


EPWORTH  LEAGUE. 

We  notice  with  genuine  approval  the  work  being  done  by  the 
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new  Board  of  Sunday  Schools,  and  your  committee  would  recommend 
that  a  corresponding  emphasis  be  placed  on  the  distinctive  work  of 
the  Bpworth  League  in  the  developing  of  the  spiritual  life  of  our 
young  people  and  equipping  them  for  intelligent  service  in  the  Master's 
Kingdom.  There  is  need  to  call  particular  attention  at  this  time  to 
the  fact  that  the  Epworth  League  is  a  young  people's  organization, 
and  that  our  work  should  be  as  far  as  possible  by  and  for  young 
people. 

That  our  work  may  be  done  most  effectively  and  intelligently,  we 
urge  the  pastors  to  see  that  proper  emphasis  be  given  the  Bible  and 
Mission  Study  classes,  the  wide  circulation  of  the  Epworth  Herald 
and  attendance  upon  our  District  Conventions. 


FREEDMAN'S  AID  SOCIETY. 

The  Freedman's  Aid  and  Southern  Education  Society  is  a  great 
missionary  organization,  whose  providential  purpose  is  not  only  the 
evangelization  and  uplifting  of  two  great  races,  but  the  saving  ot  a 
nation.  The  two  great  social  problems  before  our  land  today  are  the 
labor  problem  and  the  race  problem.  This  society  is  set  for  the  saving 
of  the  latter.  Until  this  problem  is  brought  to  a  solution,  the  States  of 
the  South  must  remain  in  unstable  social  equilibrium,  and  will  continue 
to  suffer  in  their  domestic,  industrial  and  religious  life.  And  while  a 
chronic  disease  affects  the  South,  the  North  cannot  be  healthy.  The 
negro  problem  thus  becomes  the  problem  of  the  Republic.  The  sta- 
bility of  our  country  depends  on  the  Christian  education  of  both  the 
white  and  the  black. 

We  recommend  a  more  thorough  study  of  this  pressing  problem 
by  all  our  pastors,  using  all  the  available  matter  that  the  society  can 
furnish,  and  a  general  observance  of  Lincoln  birthday  program. 


FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

We  are  glad  to  note  in  both  districts  of  our  Conference  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  our  missionary  collections  this  year,  but  such  in- 
crease is  hardly  commensurate  with  our  growth  in  membership. 

That  our  people  may  the  more  fully  appreciate  their  obligations 
to  Foreign  Missions,  they  need  only  to  know  the  conditions  prevailing 
in  our  mission  territory  and  the  successes  attending  our  workers. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  our  ministers,  by  frequent  ser- 
mons, missionary  prayer  meeting,  classes   for    study    in  Epworth 
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League,  missionary  concert  in  Sunday  School,  and  particularly  by  the 
dissemination  of  our  missionary  literature — seek  to  so  impress  the 
needs  and  obligations  of  Foreign  Missions  that  our  contributions  to 
this  worthy  cause  may  be  greatly  enlarged. 


HOME   MISSIONS  AND   CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

Perhaps  no  greater  slogan  was  ever  sounded  by  any  people  in  any 
century  for  any  cause  than  "America  for  Christ."  And  perhaps  no  one 
institution  is  doing  more  to  that  end  than  the  Board  of  Home  Missions 
and  Church  Extension.  To  Christianize  America  means  to  Christianize 
the  world. 

As  a  Conference  we  are  grateful  to  Almighty  God  for  the  marvel- 
ous achievements  and  successes  during  the  past  year  through  the 
assistance  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and 
the  labors  of  pastors  and  district  superintendents. 

The  immigration  from  all  parts  of  the  country  and  the  rapid 
development  of  our  territory  impose  upon  us  great  and  imperative 
demands  which  our  District  Superintendents  are  unable  to  meet  fully  n 
with  their  limited  funds  available.  We  would  therefore  petition  and 
urge  the  General  Committee  to  appropriate  at  least  $10,000  this  year. 
One  dollar  now  is  worth  a  thousand  five  years  hence.  Further,  since 
the  missionary  money  is  all  appropriated  at  the  beginning  of  the  Con- 
ference year  and  during  the  year  emergencies  in  this  rapidly  growing 
country  many  times  arise,  we  request  that  there  be  a  special  emer- 
gency fund  of  not  less  than  $200  per  charge  available  when  the  work 
is  organized  and  a  pastor  secured. 

Again  we  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  work  is  accomplished  in 
part  only  when  the  worker  is  placed  in  the  field.  The  pastor  and  his 
congregation  must  be  housed  and  sheltered.  We  note  with  much  pride 
the  many  beautiful  churches  erected.  But  many  of  our  congregations 
are  in  need  of  immediate  assistance.  We  would  recommend  that  the 
General  Committee  make  special  appropriations  for  the  next  five  years. 
For  we  are  fully  aware  that  we  now  have  an  opportunity  that  if  neg- 
lected in  five  years  will  be  lost. 

We  would  urge  upon  our  pastors  and  people  to  give  special  atten- 
tion to  this  Benevolent  Board  giving  it  first  place.

Connected  with  a  religious  paper  are  two  things  which  we  cannot 
measure;  the  first  is,  its  influence  upon  us,  the  second,  its  helpfulness 
to  our  work. 

The  religious  newspaper  is  the  fruit  of  a  ripe  thinker's  thought 
and  experience  which  comes  to  us  with  its  manifold  message,  its  sev- 
eral suggestions,  its  glimpses  at  this  or  that,  with  its  reminders  of 
duty  or  with  suggestions  of  a  new  or  larger  one. 
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Fifty-two  times  through  the  year  does  the  Pacific  Christian  Advo- 
cate come  to  us  with  its  brotherly  message,  and  our  hope  is  that  it 
shall  come  to  a  larger  number  of  subscribers  in  the  coming  Confer- 
ence year  than  at  any  time  heretofore. 

We,  your  committee,  note  with  great  satisfaction  the  following 
facts:  That  there  has  been  an  increase  of  1700  subscribers  during  the 
past  year;  that  in  five  years  the  circulation  of  the  paper  in  the  Idaho 
Conference  has  increased  four  and  a  half  times,  and  that  no  other  one 
of  the  Advocate  family  can  show  such  an  increase. 

A  noble  self-interest  must  urge  us  forward  to  greater  effort  in  still 
seeking  to  increase  its  circulation. 

We  commend  to  every  pastor  of  the  Conference  the  example  set 
before  us  by  Pastor  Knox  and  say  let  us  all  go  and  do  likewise. 


SABBATH  OBSERVANCE. 

God,  who  wrote  His  laws  on  the  tables  of  stone,  incorporated  them 
also  into  the  lives  of  men.  His  Sabbath  legislation  was  not  merely 
a  gift  to  man,  great  as  that  would  be,  but  a  provision  for  the  physical, 
mental,  moral  and  religious  needs  of  mankind.  He  who  uses  wrongly 
God's  day  of  rest  not  only  wrongs  God,  but  wrongs  himself  in  every 
department  of  his  being.  God  enacted  the  law  for  His  creatures  whose 
well  being  demanded  the  law. 

The  proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath,  therefore,  is  vital  to  a 
nation,  and  to  an  individual.  The  Sabbath  is  menaced  from  without 
the  church  by  the  world  with  its  Sunday  theaters,  ball  games,  horse 
races,  excursions  and  various  other  forms  of  desecration,  and  from 
within  the  church  by  the  indifference  and  laxity  of  many  members. 

At  such  a  time  we,  as  members  and  ministers  of  the  Idaho  Con- 
ference, ought  to  be  more  earnest  in  our  devotion  to  the  Sabbath; 
teaching,  both  by  precept  and  example,  our  people  to  abstain  from  all 
unholy  and  improper  use  of  the  Lord's  Day,  and  to  use  it,  as  God  in- 
tended, to  build  up  the  body,  mind  and  soul  of  men. 


STATE  OF  CHURCH. 

It  is  with  gladness  of  heart  that  we  notice  the  great  expansion  of 
our  work.  New  fields  have  developed  with  such  rapidity  that  it  has 
taxed  our  superintendents'  strength  to  the  utmost  in  the  attempt  to 
supply  all  calls  for  the  gospel.    The  present  state  of  the  church  in  this 
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large  conference,  we  must  acknowledge,  is  not  altogether  model.  We 
do  not  mean  to  blame  anyone  in  this  statement.  We  are  simply  stat- 
ing what  is  always  the  case  in  a  new  country.  It  takes  years  to  organ- 
ize a  church  in  all  departments.  Education  is  an  important  factor  in 
religious  life,  and  if  we  are  allowed  to  use  a  familiar  expression  it 
takes  team  work  to  win.  A  transient  church  cannot  do  work  as  effec- 
tive as  a  church  whose  membership  have  worked  together  for  years. 
This  brings  us  to  the  observation  that  the  time  has  come  to  give  earn- 
est attention  to  intensive  work  as  well  as  extensive.  A  man's  work 
cannot  always  be  judged  by  so-called  results,  which  ordinarily  means 
numbers.  We  do  not  recommend  a  depreciation  of  those  things,  but 
there  are  other  considerations  to  be  considered.  Again,  we  recom- 
mend as  much  as  possible  a  stationary  ministry.  The  work  in  the 
Sunday  School  is  as  important  as  a  revival,  and  it  is  important  that 
the  preacher  remain  long  enough  in  a  place  to  bring  the  children  into 
the  kingdom. 

Finally,  we  recommend  that  all  efforts  be  made  to  get  and  keep 
men  that  would  be  willing  to  make  this  part  of  the  Northwest  their 
home  for  many  years,  so  as  to  become  part  of  it,  for  only  then  will  the 
work  be  most  effective.

Committee  recommends  that  80  per  cent  of  the  collections  be  ap- 
plied to  the  annuity  fund;  15  per  cent  to  the  special  fund;  also  that  2 
per  cent  of  the  pastor's  salary  be  the  basis  of  apportionment  to  the 
charges  for  superanuates. 

Committee  further  recommends  that  a  Conference  Board  of  Stew- 
ards be  constituted  to  consist  of  one  member  from  each  district  to 
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serve  for  three  years;  one  from  each  district  to  serve  for  two  years, 
and  one  from  each  district  to  serve  for  one  year. 


SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Recognizing  the  difficulty  in  securing  efficient  officers  and 
teachers  for  our  Sunday  Schools  in  many  places,  we  urge  all  our  pas- 
tors to  endeavor  in  every  way  possible  to  advertise  and  secure  students 
for  our  teacher  training  courses;  to  organize  local  teacher  training 
classes  wherever  possible  and  to  urge  those  who  cannot  attend  these 
to  take  up  the  correspondence  teachers'  training  course  of  our  Sun- 
day School  Board. 

Knowing  that  in  some  of  our  schools  our  Sunday  School  literature 
is  not  used  and  believing  the  Sunday  School  literatue  published  by 
our  church  to  be  equal  to  or  better  than  any  other,  we  urge  all  the 
pastors  to  endeavor  to  see  that  it  is  used  in  our  Sunday  Schools. 

COMMITTEE. 


TEMPERANCE. 

The  organized  saloon  traffic  is  justly  regarded  as  one  of  the  great- 
est of  all  hindrances  to  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  both  at  home  and  in 
the  foreign  fields.  We  rejoice  that  it  his  been  outlawed  in  more  than 
one-half  of  American  soil,  and  that  the  hope  of  its  extinction  is  bright- 
ening steadily.  The  Conference  wishes  to  put  itself  on  record  as  appre- 
ciating the  position  of  our  Governor  and  Hon.  M.  Alexander  against 
the  saloon,  the  state  legislature  of  Idaho  in  securing  the  local  option 
law  and  the  Oregon  Supreme  Court  in  its  recent  attitude  on  that  ques- 
tion. We  heartily  appreciate  the  work  of  "The  Anti-Saloon  League," 
"The  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union"  and  such  kindred  organ- 
izations as  are  working  for  state  and  national  prohibition  through 
local  option. 

We  recommend  to  our  churches  that  they  co-operate  with  the 
"Anti-Saloon  League  of  America"  and  the  state  Anti-Saloon  Leagues 
of  Oregon  and  Idaho  in  their  endeavors  to  promote  the  following 
features  of  applied  Christianity: 

L    Systematic  agitation  for  temperance  reform. 

2.  The  adaptation  of  endeavors  to  local  conditions. 

3.  Efforts  to  secure  nomination  and  election  of  worthy  men. 
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4.  Systematic  endeavors  to  pledge  all  the  people  to  total  absti- 
nence. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Conference  elect  two  representa- 
tives with  alternates  to  attend  the  "Thirteenth  National  Anti-Saloon 
Convention"  to  be  held  at  Chicago  from  December  6  to  December  9, 
1909. 

We  request  that  the  secretary  of  this  Conference  be  instructed  to 
convey  to  Governor  Brady,  and  to  the  Hon.  Moses  Alexander  an  ex- 
pression of  our  appreciation  of  their  labors  for  the  cause  of  local  option 
in  the  State  of  Idaho. 

Note. — We  will  open  the  doors  of  our  church  to  the  superintend- 
ents of  Anti-Saloon  Leagues.
